FUGITIVE SEEMS 
RESIGNED TO FATE 


Formal Turning Over to 
American Authorities 
Will Take Place on the 
Liner.

ISTANBUL, April 11. — Samuel 
Insull will be placed aboard the 
S. 8. Exilona Friday at Smyrna and 
started on his return voyage to the 


| United States in custody of Ameri- 


can authorities. 

Government doctors today pro- 
nounced Insull fit to start the trip. 
His heart, reported to have given 
him trouble during his long exile 
in Greece, is sound, the doctors re- 
ported. 

Burton V. Berry, third secretary 
of the American Embassy, will ac- 
company Insuil on his trip to face 
charges of embezzlement and fraud 
in Tilinois. 

The formalities of actually hand- 
ing him over to the United States 
will take place aboard the Exilona. 

The Exilona, which was in port 
at Makri today loading ore, was 
ordered to return to Smyrna espe- 
cially to pick up the fugitive. It 
will follow the regular route to the 
United States, stopping at Sicily, 
Algiers, Casablanca, Boston and 
New York. 


Crossing Will Take a Month. 


United States Ambassador Robert 
P. Skinner declined to disclose 
complete details of the arrange 
ments. It was learned from other 
sources that Insull would be re 
moved from jail about 6 o’clock to- 
morrow evening by Turkish police. 
He will be placed on a coastal boat 
leaving Istanbul about one hour 
later, arriving at Panderma, Tur- 
kish Marmora seaport, early Fri- 
day. At that point, Insull will be 
transferred to a train due to arrive 
at Smyrna early Friday afternoon.

Reservoirs Containing 10,-

Heat Crumples Steel Sides 

of Large Containers —

ers Firemen. 


Fire caused by sparks blown from 
a rubbish fire on the grounds of 
a Federal shelter for transients to- 
day destroyed thousands of gallons 
of gasoline and oil in the yard of 
the Dunkel Oil Corporation and the 
Equality Fuel & Oil Co., affiliated 
eoncerns at Tenth street and Brady 
avenue, East St. Louis. 

Clarence F. Dunkel, president of 
both, estimated the loss at $50,000. 
The shelter for transients adjoins 
the oil yard on the west, and the 
sparks were carried by a strong 
wind. Louis Taacke, foreman of 
the oil yard, observed the rubbish 
fire about 10:15 this morning, and 
immediately went there with a fire 
extinguisher to put it out. 


When he returned, smoke was 
pouring from a steel shed used as 
an oil blending plant. The fire 
spread quickly to’ the tanks. There 
were 20 of these, ranging in capacity 
from 10,000. to 40,000 gallons, Only 
two, each ccntaining 20, gallons 
of gasoline, were saved. 

Dull explosions as the safety 
valves of the tanks burst were fol- 
lowed by the roar of flames leaping 
from the tops of the tanks, which 
burned like great torches. Dense 
smoke billowed above the flames, 
and was driven down to the ground 
Some of the tanks were as tall 
as 50 feet, while some were partly 
underground. The steel sides of the 
tanks crumpled from heat as they 
burned. 

All firemen ‘n East St. Louis were 
called to the scene, and companies 
were summoned from Belleville, 
Collinsville and other nearby towns. 
The fire was not brought under con- 
trol for more than an hour. 
Motor traffic to and from the 
Muhicipal Bridge, which —— 
uses Tenth street, was diverted to 
Eighth street.

Says He Didn’t Know, Till

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Testi- 
mony that Edward C. Jameson, 
wealthy New York insurance execu- 
tive, contributed $172,300 in 1928 
to aid in defeating Alfred E. Smith 
for President was given a jury in 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court today in the trial of Bishop 
James Cannon Jr. and his secretary, 
Miss Ada L Burzsoughs, on 4&4 
charge of conspiracy to violate the 
Federal Corrupt Practices Act by 
failing to report all of $65,300 re- 


-ceived from Jameson. 
Bishop Cannon was active in Vir- 


ginia in opposing Smith for Pres- 


ident. 

Reports made to a congressional 
committee read into the court rec- 
ord showed that Jameson also col- 
lected $29,045 as chairman of the 
insurance division of the Repub- 
lican National Committee. 

Jameson, the report said, con- 
tributed $30,000 to the Republican 
State Committee of Virginia, in 
addition to $65,300 to Cannon. 

His contributions included $20,000 
to the Republican State Committee 
of North Carolina, $50,000 to the 
National Constitutional Democratic 
Committee, $5000 to the Republican 
State Committee of Indiana and 
$2500 to the Republican National 
Committee. 

Jameson said he did not know 
until after the election the name 
of the organization to which he 
contributed $65,300. 

Whether the amount was intend- 
ed for the Southwide organization 
known as “Headquarters Commit- 
tee Anti-Smith Democrats” or the 
“Virgnia State Anti-Smith Commit- 
tee” ‘has been a' point of contention 
at the trial. 

Jameson said he had intended 
the money to go to “the committee 
or committees” engaged in the anti- 
Smith campaign. 

H. F. Healey, Jameson’s secretary, 
testified that Cannon called on him 
in February, 1929, and discussed 
the reporting of the Jameson con- 
tributions to the clerk of the House 
under the corrupt practices act. 

“Cannon said,” Healey testified, 
“that under the law it was not nec- 
essary for him to report them.” 

Borrowed $12,000 of Cannon. 

Ernest H. Cherrington, a prohibi- 
tion leader, testified that Bishop 
Cannon lent him $12,000 “in  pri- 
vate financial transactions”. in 
January and March, 1929. - 

In answer to a question by John 
J. Wilson, Government prosecutor 
as to whether the transactions had 
anything to do with the 1928 Presi- 
dential campaign, Cherrington said: 
“Absolutely not.” 

He. said he approached Cannon 
for the loan in the early part of 
January, 1929, adding~he told the 
churchman he “needed some funds 
very badly” and “had come to him 
because I had come to him before.”

Sinking Fund. 


The ool tax rate for 1934 was 
fixed by the Board of Education 
last night at an «eggregate of 3%. 
cents on the $100 assessed valuation 
~—the same rate charged for the 
last two years. 

This includes 84 cents +or gen- 
eral school support and 1 cent for 
the school bond sinking fund. In 
1933 and 1932 the school tax was 
85 cents for general purposes and 
no sinking fund tax was levied, 
while for two years previously there 
was a sinking fund tax rate of 2 
cents. The people last February 
authorized the Board of Education 
to continue for the next four years 
the maximum general rate of 85 
cents, which \vas the levy from 1921 
to 1933. 

If the State tax rate of 15 cents 
and the aggregate city tax rate of 
$1.74, which were the charges last 
year, are continued this year, the 
total tax rate in St. Louis will be 
$2.74 for the third successive year. 
Comptroller Nolte has said that the 
city sinking fund tax rate should 
be increased from 39 to 80 cents, 
but his colleagues in the Board of

WASHINGTON, April i11.—The 
Senate today adopted a compro- 
mise to return to the Philippine 
Government revenue from thé /pro- 
posed 3-cents-a-pound domestic pro- 
cessing tax on imported coconut 
oil. 

The coconut oil.tax, with the Nor- 
ris amendment added, was ap- 
proved, 59 to 17. 

Senator Clark of Missouri then 
moved to strike out the whole sec- 
tion, saying it was not a revenue 
provision but a prohibitive tariff 
with no justification. His motion 
was defeated, 64 to 7. 

A proposal by Chairman Harrison 
of the Senate Finance Committee 
to exempt from the tax 520,000,000 
pounds, the average annual impor- 
tation for the last five years, was 
rejected. Harrison had warned of 
a presidential veto if the tax re 
mained in the revenue bill. He read 
a letter from President Roosevelt, 
saying the proposal violated the 
principles of the independence act.

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rison announced he would not op-

Senator Tydings changed his vote 
from “aye” to “no” on the Harrison 
proposal, with a view to moving re- 
consideration later. 

What ‘lorris Proposes. 

The Norris amendment, intro- 
duced as a substitute to the Har- 
rison amendment, would be null and 
void, however, if the Philippine Gov- 
ernment granted a subsidy to its 
coconut growers. 

The amendment proposed that 
taxes collected on the Philippine 
product would not go into the Unit- 
ed States Treasury, but would be 
held in a separate fund to be re- 
funded to the Philippine Treasury. 
Philippine leaders here had pre- 
pared an identical amendment to 
be ,offered in case the —— 
améndment failed of passage. 

Norris said that unless his — 
ments were adopted an “injustice 
must be done either to the Philip-. 
pines or to the American farmer.” 
He added the opinion that the Unit- 
ed States had no “moral right” to 
levy a tax on Philippine coconut 
oil or copra at this time. 

Senator Robinson (Dem.), Ar 
kansas, opposing the Norris amend- 
ment, said it would provide just as 
much a tax on Philippine produc- 


Norris said his plan would pro- 
tect the American farmer and yet 
would not damage the Philippines, 
and would be entirely legal under 
present American-Philippine trade 
relations. 

. Predicts Early Independence. 

Complete, unqualified independ- 
ence of the Philippines before the 
end of the Roosevelt administration 
was predicted by Senator Tydings 
(Dem.), Maryland, in the debate. 

“It is no secret,” s#id Tydings; 
who is chairman of the Senate Ter- 
ritories Committee, “to tell my col- 
leagues that a. plan now is under 
way which I believe will meet with 
the approval of the Pre#ldent, Con- 
gress and the Philippine people to 
grant absolute independence to the 
Filipinos before the end of the pres- 
ent administration. I. plead with 
you, therefore, not to jeopardize 
this plan with discriminatory taxes 
against Island products which 
might cause the Filipinos to doubt 
sincerity of. our motives.” Tydings 
refused to tell details of the plan 
he mentioned.

WASHINGTON, * April 11.—The 
bitter fight between the United 
Mine Workers of America and the 
Progressive Miners yesterday broke 
out anew in a violent debate between 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
mine workers, and Patrick J. Hur- 
ley, Secretary of War in the Hoover 
cabinet. Hurley represents the own- } 
ers of the Sahara and Wasson 
Mines in Saline County which em- 

loy Pogressive Miners. 

: Lewis condemned the conduct of 
Hurley’s clieuts, and asserted that’ 
they had broken contracts with the 
United Mine Workers in order to 
sign the present contracts with the 


Progressives. 

Characterizing these acts as evi- 
dence of “bad faith and dishonor,” 
Lewis continued, “before the com- 
panies made a contract with the 
Progressives, they had to breach a 
contract with the United Mine 
Workers. The United Mine Work- 
ers have never broken a contract.” 

“Ss Those Poor Miners.” 

The president of the Mine Work- 
ers charged that the new contracts 
were obtained only after four 
months of strikes and disorder. “In 
the end,” he said, “they starved 
those poor miners to a point where 
without the consent of the organi- 
gation (the United Mine Workers’ 
state and national organizations) 
they made the coptract here re- 
ferred to.” 

Speaking in an aggressive man- 
ner, Lewis prefaced his remarks 
with an ironic and. vituperative at- 
tack on Hurley. Referring to a 
boast by the former Secretary of 
War that he had started as a mem- 
ber of the mine workers’ union, 
Lewis said.jt was always a source 
of pride to him to see a son of 
the mine workers go into state 
craft and politics and — wake a name 
for himself as a great citizen, but 
that it was always a g of re- 
gret to see him sell out and deliver 
the organization for “30 lousy pieces 
of silver by his unfair and gra- 
tuitous attack on the mine work- 
ers.” 

Lewis then went on to discuss 
the conditions in Illinois and the 
actions of the companies represent- 
ed by Hurley. He closed with a

HAVANA, April, 11—Dr. Alfredo 
Zayas, former Presidentof Cuba 
‘and ‘widely known historian, died 
today. He was 73 years .old. 


1921 to 1925, was called “E)} Chino” 
because to many Cubans he exem- 
plified the quiet, stoical traits of 


the Chinaman. 

He took part in the last Cuban 
revolution against Spain, made him- 
self a successful lawyer after the 
republic was established, became 
an authority on Cuban organic law 
and on the aboriginal Cubans, and 
wrote poetry. 

The story is told that one of his 
first poems was on snow and it was 
written when he and several hun- 
dred other Cubans, their tropical 
blood chilled by the cold, were 
being hauled across Spain to a 
fortress as prisoners of war in 1896. 
On that trip they saw snow for-the 
first time, and Zayas, while the oth- 
ers huddled together, scribbled a 
poem on snow, -describing its 
beauty. 

Following his return to Cuba in 
1898, on the successful conclusion 
of .the revolution, Zayas became 
active in politics, holding many im- 
portant posts. He was a member 
of ‘the committee of consultation to 
deal with matters affecting Cuba 
and the United States, appointed in 
1907. He served as Vice-President, 
1909-13. 

When he broke off from the Lib- 
eral Party, long the largest in the 
republic, and organized the Popular 
Party, he soon found a way to have 
the Conservative Party, next larg- 
est to the Aberals, set. aside their 
candidate and nominate him as a 
coalitionist. Opponents had hailed 
the Popular Party as the “Four 
Cats” because when Cubans wish 
to express contempt of a meeting, 
be it a ball or a cock fight, they

Ocean Between Arabia and In- 
ip Maes He Lite 99 © 
100 Feet Below Surface. ' 


CAMBRIDGE, England, ‘april 11. 
—Another “dead” sea has been dis- 
covered. It is far’ down in the 
ocean between Afabia and India. To 


depths of from 50 to 100 feet below 
the surface, the waters teem with 
marine life. ‘ Below those levels. life 
does not exist. 

The discovery is due to the re- 
search of the expedition financed 
by the late Sir John Murray. The 
commander sent today a fresh re- 
port to Prof. Stanley Gardiner, ex- 
pedition secretary. 

Prof. Gardiner ‘expressed the

SENATE COMMITTEE APPROVES 
NATIONALIZATION OF SILVER 


Thomas Pian for Purchase of 50,- 
000,000 Ounces a Month Added 
te Dies Bill

WASHINGTON, April 11.+Em- 
bodying a silver purchase plan 
which was added in committee, the 
Dies bill providing for exchange of 
American farm products for silver 
in foreign markets was approved 


yesterday by the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee. 

Under the bill, surplus farm 
products might be exchanged for 
silver at a premium of 10 to @ 
per cent more than the world price. 

The silver purchase plan, offered 
by Senator Thomas of Oklahoma, 
would’ authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury to take title to all do- 
mestic silver and pay for the metal 
with silver certificates issued on a 
basis of $1.29 per ounce. The price 
‘to be paid would be not less than 
‘he highest world price paid for spot 
fine silver on the day preceding the 
issuance of the proclamation for 
the nationalization of silver. The 
difference between. the price the 
Treasury pays and $1.29 per ounce 
would be designated as seignorage 
and accrue to the Treasury. 

After Jan. 1, 1935, the Secretary 
of the Treasury would be directed 
to purchase silver in the world 
market at a rate not less than 50,- 
000,000 ounces per month. Pay- 
ment would be made with silver 
certificates, -

r. Ehrt asserted that “our efforts 

will tend to clear the poisoned in- 
ternational atmosphere.” . 

“Dr. Ehrt’s statements were made 


during a lecture in the German |— 


Press Club, announcing a new book, 
“Bolshevism and Jewry.” The lec- 
ture was sponsored by the Inst‘tute 
for Research in the Jewish ques- 
tion and by the anti-Komintern. 

A von Deringer, head of the in- 
stitute, said that Jews “greedy for 
power” occupied the main political, 
economic and cultural posts in Rus- 
sia. His thesis was that the best 
way to destroy Bolshevism would 
be to fight the Jews over the world. 

He maintained that “nations 
cannot afford to sit idly by” be- 
cause “there are evidences that So- 
cialists and Communists, both led 
by Jews, are joining forces” over 
the entire globé. 

Von Deringer termed the Russian 
revolution a race war of Jews 
against the aristocrats, the result 
being “not a class dictatorship but 
the desnotism. of Jewish profiteers.”

It referred to Assembly 
bill No. 319, and said “We will ap- 
preciate your opposing this bill on 
the floor and also in committee, 
should it be referred to your com- 
mittee, you knowing from your 
practical experience in the eleo- 
trical iridustry, that this should not 
become a law.”

S. Sloan, former president of the 
New York Edison Co., was elected 
chairman of the board of the Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas Railroad.

Cahill as chairman and president. 

The board in a statement said the 
position of president “will be filled 
later.” All vice-presidents and ap- 
‘pointive officers were vidoe i tes: 

Sloan was elected to the M-K-T 
board a year ago, and since then, 

“as a member of the Executive 
Committee has kept in close touch 
with the property and the territory 
it serves,” the statement said. 

The new chairman announced he 
planned to spend a_ considerable 
part of his time in further familiar- 
izing himsélf with the railroad, its 
personnel and its territory, the 
Southwest. No changes in person- 
nel are contemplated, he said. 

In assuming the chairmanship o 
the Katy board, Sloan enters a new 
field. He is best known for his ac- 
tivities in the public utility industry, 
particularly his part in developing 
the New York and Brooklyn Edison 
companies, the two big electric 
units of the Consolidated Gas Co. xd 
New York. He is a native of A 
bama and had a long experience in 
public utility management before he 
became connected with the New 
York Edison companies. 


Cahill Began His lis Railroad Career 
as Messenger. 

Cahill has made his home in St. 
Louis since 1930, residing at the 
Park Plaza Hotel, but recently he 
has been in Dallar Reports that 
he was preparing to resign have 
been current for several weeks. 

Among the largest Katy stock- 
holders are Arthur Curtiss James, 
J. & W. Seligman & Co-and C. D. 
Barney & Co., the latter two 
through investment trusts. An ex- 
tensive shift in stock holdings 
came to light some time ago, and 
since then there had been rumora 
of a change in management. 

Cahill, who is 58 years old, began 
his railroad career at the age of 15 
as a messenger for the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad. He became tele- 
graph operator, dispatcher, train- 
master, superintendent and _ then 
general superintenaent of that line. 
In 1920 he became general manager 
of the Seaboard Air Line, where he 
erved until 1922, when he was made 
vice-president in charge of opera- 
tions. In 1928 he replaced L. F. 
Foree as chairman of the board of 
the Katy. 

Addressing directors of the road 
last January in New York, Cahill 
told how, under his management, it 
had gone throug.. the depression 
without requiring financial assist- 
ance of the Government.

ERHAPS it is a revolt from a 
too cold and functional mod- 
ernism or perhaps it is an un- 
conscious sympathy with a down- 
trodden people; but whatever the 
cause, the Chinese influence is be- 
ing strongly felt in modern decora- 
tion. And once you start thinking 
about it there are a hundred and 
one charming and inexpensive ways 
of introducing this note into your 
decorative scheme. 3 
Certainly, if men like the famous 
cabinetmaker, Thomas Chippen- 
dale, could see the value of an Ori- 
ental touch, there must be some- 
thing to it, and a Chinese note may 
serve as a mellowing touch to a 
modern as well as to an eighteenth 
century background, In fact, many 
modern pieces with their straight 
lines blend unusually well with 
those of Chinese origin. 

And now, how to obtain that ex- 
otic touch? Gold tea-box paper 
has long been a favorite of mod- 
erns, used either as wall or ceiling 
paper and many of the grass cloth 
and wood papers are also in de- 
mand. In addition, it is now possible 
to obtain papers simulating totoise 
shell, which can be used for a va- 
riety of decorative purposes. Ef- 
fective as window valances or to 
cover cornice or dado moldings, 
this paper may be used to cover an 
entire piece of furniture, to give it 
the appearance of the tortoise shell 
furniture so much in vogue during 
the Victorian era. 

Bamboo has always been recog- 
nized as a smart adjunct to garden 
decoration, but now it is being in- 
troduced into interior schemes as 
well. At first utilized mainly in 
such accessories as curtain poles 
and trimming for mirrors or 
screens, it is now being made into 
pieces of furniture. Some of this

Q. I am trying to furnish my liv- 
ing room with French provincial 
furniture and, naturally, would like 
to make it as correct as possible.

As everything is new or being done 
over, there are no colors which 
have to be considered. 


A. Blue and pink may sound 
quite startling for living-room col- 
ors, but they can be quite charm- 
ing in a French provincial room if 
done correctly. I would suggest 
walls of a rather deep delphinium 
blue, either painted or, if papered, 
used above a gray white dado. Oth- 
er woodwork in the room should 
also be in the white tone, except 
the mantel, which could be painted 
a rather deep pink. This same pink 
shade should be used for a couch 
and possibly one chair, preferably 
in a glazed chintz .with background 
of the pink and a tiny all-over 
flower pattern in many colors. Oth-

Q. I am trying to make a swag 
valance for my curtains but can- 
not figure out whether it should 
be made in one piece. Can you 
tell me a-simple way to make such 
a valance? 

A. A swag valance should be 
made in three parts—the center 
swag and the two jabots at either 
side. The center swag is made by 
cutting the top straight across the 
width of the material, the sides 
sloping out three or four inches 
toward the bottom, and the bottom 
cut in one long shallow scallop. The 
depth of this piece must be twice 
that which you desire for the center 
of the finished swag. Pleat or shir 
up the two sides to form soft folds, 
The jabots should be at least one 
third longer than the center of the 
swag and may be placed either un- 
der or over it. Take a triangle of 
the material and cut off one of the 
two matching poirts. Then simply 
fold the material in three or four 
deep side or box pleats, the longest 
end of the material forming the 
outside edge and the cut off end 
being used for the inside edge. 


Q. Can you give me a good meth- 
od for cleaning brass objects? 

A. A simple, old-fashioned method 
is to rub with a half lemon which 
has been dipped in salt. Another 
‘is to use vinegar with a little am- 
monia. If it is very badly tarnished 
it may be rubbed with a solution

New Methods for. 
The Treatment of 
Addison's Disease 


By Dr. lago Galdston 


DDISON’S disease is relatively 

uncommon. -It involves the so- 

called adrenals, two small 
glands of internal secretion located 
on top of the kidneys. 

Recently .the disease has come 
into prominence because of the dis- 
covery of cortin, a gland extract 
serving as a specific treatment. Be- 
fore the discovery of cortin, Addi- 
son’s disease was invariably fatal. 
Now, by the-use of cortin, the suf- 
ferer, according to our best knowl- 
edge, can be kept alive and well for 
long periods. 


One of the handicaps in the treat- 
ment of Addison’s disease by cortin 
has been the difficulty of procuring 
this extract, as well as its costli- 
ness. Now, to this problem’ there 
has been brought what promises to 
prove a most valuable contribution. 
For it. has been shown that com- 
mon table salt may be used effect- 
ively in treatment. 


As long ago as 1927, Drs. Marine 
and Baumann reported that the ad- 
ministration of generous quantities 
of common table salt could prolong 
the Hfe of experimental animals 
whose adrenal glands had been re- 
moved. 


On this basis Dr. R. F. Loeb made 
a complete analysis of the blood of 
three patients suffering severe 
forms of Addison’s disease. He dis- 
covered that the blood of these pa- 
tients. showed a lowered content of 
sodium, one of the two chemical 
elements of table salt (sodium 
chloride). 


Then a group of doctors, work- 
ing with patients suffering from 
Addison’s disease, began to treat the 
condition by the addition of large 
quantities of salt to their diet. The 
patients thrived despite the fact 
that they were not receiving cortin 

It cannot be stated definitely that 
the common salt treatment for Ad- 
dison’s disease is unconditionally 
effective. : 


Considering, however, the grav- 
ity of the disease, the difficulty and 
the expense of the cortin treatment, 
and the ready availability of com- 
mon salt, this new treatment does 
indeed represent a most impressive 
chapter in recent-day progress in 
medicine.
